2. Claims 29,30,34,35 and 37-50 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention and specie, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 8/19/08. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the vehicle and or 
trailer claimed in calim 56 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 57 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. There doesn't appear to be any support in the original 
disclosure for the material coupling members coupled to the form fitting cover by shrink 
wrapping as claimed in claim 57. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 51 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

8. Claim 51 recites the limitation "said first and second coupling members" in line 
17. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claims 28, 31 -33, 36, 52 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Talbot '783, 
of record. 

12. Talbot teaches a weather resistant cover which is shrunk over an object and 
provided with a coupling member considered to be member 40 and a separating 
assembly considered to be defined by 42 on the coupling member and adapted to be 
opened to allow access to the object through an access hole in the cover 24. Adhesive 
tape 14 is used with the coupling member. 

1 3. Claims 1 5, 54,55 and 60-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claim 28 and 51 above, and further in 
view of Nakajima JP '145, of record.. 

To have made the access door of Talbot a separating door for ease of access in 
the manner of Nakajima would have been obvious. Such an arrangement would 
use a separating zipper and two coupling members, one for the top and sides 
and one for the bottom. 
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14. Claim 56 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 54 above, and further in view of Hornstein '497. 

To have provided the shrink wrap cover on a vehicle would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Hornstein. 

15. Claim 51 and 58-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 54 above, and further in view of Ware'1 93 , of 
record. 

To have provided the adhesive with a cover of craft paper as is well known would 
have been obvious in view of Ware. 

16. Contrary to applicant's remarks there doesn't appear to be any discussion of a 
substantially air tight seal in the original paragraphs mentioned. The limitation will be 
treated as though it is a weather resistant or wind resistant seal. 

17. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent shows other shrink covers.
